_SAN DIEGO —Commitments are 


never easy to make and commitment 


_ toa religious vocation is no 
exception. 


Although none of them has made 
_ sucha commitment yet, Michael 
‘Dyson, Gary Holtey and Matthew 
Spahr have an open attitude about 
why they are at St. Francis Seminary, 
located at the University of San 
_ Diego. 


Michael Dyson, 21, is from St. 
Joseph parish in Barstow. He has 
been at St. Francis for three years 
and said he still doesn’t know 
whether he was called to the 
priesthood, but feels very calm about 
the decision. 


_ “WHEN IFIRST entered the 
seminary | was very fearful,” Michael 
Said. “The first week | was here! 
mourned and cried for reasons of 
security and leaving family and 
friends behind for this strange place. 


“By mid-semester | developed 
trust and started to get to know 
people and take a step towards loving 
them. Since that time, each year has 
been a year of complete growth for | 
me. | love it. 


“This is my family and | consider 
this my home. | feel | am coming 
closer to knowing God's call each 
day,” Michael said. 


Gary Holtey, 34, is from Blessed 
Sacrament parish in San Diego. He 
entered the seminary last year. 


“| WAS REALLY unsure when | 
came here because | was 33,” Gary 
said. “Because of my age | didn't 
know if | was going to blend in with 
everyone. Although | had lived ina 
community of brothers prior to 
coming to St. Francis, | still did not 
know what to expect in the way of 

* adjustment. 


“At this point my fears are 
relieved, he said. “Everyone really 
ave me spiritual assistance and 
support during the last year. | am 
here to decide on what God is calling 
me to do. 


“We are avery close community,” 
Gary added. “Going to the university 
ho longer isolates us. We go out into 
the community and return toa 
family. | find much joy in that.”

He said he struggles daily to 
remain in the seminary. 


“WHEN I FINALLY decided to enter . 


the seminary, it was the end and the 
beginning of a big struggle in my 
life,” Matthew said. “In a sense, | still 
struggle to remairreach day lam 
here.” 


During high school and college he 
said he never considered the 
priesthood seriously and looked on it 
bitterly when the idea would pop up. 


“Somehow | came to the decision 
that it was ‘a desirable thing. At least | 
know for-now that this is where God 
wants me to be,” Matthew said. 


“As to whether | will ever be 
- ordained, | don’t know. | just take it 
day by day. My support comes from 
knowing that there are 30 other guys 
who are doing the same thing.”

Bernardino, and one each from 
Orange and Reno-Las Vegas. 


In comparison to 1978-79 
enrollment, that is a jump of 13 men. 
Enrollment at its height at St. Francis. 
Seminary was 50 in 1969-70. 


Enrollment in vocations dropped 
not only in the San Diego diocese but 
across the nation duetoa 
combination of factors, according to 
Father Henry F. Fawcett, rector of : 
St. Francis Seminary. 


“These factors are related to 
things that happened during the 60s 
which led to turmoil in the country 
and the world,” Father Fawcett said. 
“And the church was not exempt 
from these phenomena.” 


THE CONDITIONS of society have 
‘a bearing on whether or not men 
enter a vocation and whether they 
make it or not, said Father Fawcett. 


“Our society places high vaiue on 


material things and secular 


accomplishments,” he said, “and this 
contributes to the lack of 
commitment in vocations.” 


“We are a distracted people and 
this also has a bearing on vocations 
because those distractions cause us 
to be unsettled in the commitment of 
vocation,” according to Father 
Fawcett. 


“There is also the controversy of 
the witness value of celibacy in the 


. priesthood,” he said. 


“THE PRIEST IS uniquely a 
sacrament of Christ's ongoing 
presence among his people. Through 
the ages the priest has been called 
another Christ, and this 
configurement can become more 
clearly visible within the context of 
the celibacy of the priest. 


“Taking Christ as the model, the 


_ priestis called to a self-emptying 


love, a life-giving love to the larger 
family of man,” Father Fawcett said. 


father Fawcett’s role as rector 
certainly reflects the Christ-model he 
talks about, according to Michael, 
Gary and Matthew. 


“If it wasn't for his compassion and 
understanding and his holy model of 
a priest, | would have left long ago,” 
Michael said. “Through his example, 
| have been able to say ‘Yes, Lord.’” 


GARY SAID the energy of the 
rector can be felt even by visitors to 
the seminary. 


“Father Fawcett is a moving, 
dynamic person,” Gary said. “He 
stretches us to be the most we can 
be.” 


Matthew said the atmosphere of 
the seminary lends itself to growth. 


“Anyone who comes here, whether 
it's for a week or four years, comes 
out a better person for it,” Matthew 
said. “He grows tremendously 
towards Christ through the 
community, faculty and sacra- 
ments.” 


ALTHOUGH PEACE is certainly felt 
and there is a feeling of hopefulness 
among the seminarians, approx- 
imately 45 percent of the 
seminarians will drop out over an 
eight year period, according to Father 
Fawcett. 


“It's a ball-park guess,” he said. 
“Hopetully the quality of vocations 
and the renewed interest in the 
spiritual may contribute to an 
increase in vocations in the next 
decade.”

By the time this appears, the saturation 
coverage of the papal visit will have yielded 
to Monday-morning analyses which will 
contain the inevitable grousing about 
things not done, emphases which the 


commentators would have avoided if they _ 


were pope. 


But this is being written in the middle of 
the visit and my response is one of 
immense enthusiasm for John Paul’s 
effectiveness in his basic mission: his 
enthusiastic, unapologetic call to follow 
Christ. 


HE TRIED to do many otherthingson this 
trip, emphasizing the dignity of every 


human being to the United Nations, - 


pleading for an end to violence in Northern 
ireland, speaking to the traditions and the 
needs of the places he visited. 


But his basic, recurring theme, 
proclaimed powerfully, was as old as the 
Gospel. In spite of all problems, 
distractions, and temptations —the 


- direction, hope and joy of the Christian's - 
life rests in ney to Christ. 


HARTSON’S 
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It’s startling to realize how rare that kind 
of preaching has been in recent years. Off- 
hand, | can think of only two other people 
who have proclaimed the basic Christian 
vocation so powerfully: Pope John XXIII 
and Mother Téresa. 


SO MUCH OF religious concern during 
the past decades has focused on particular 
issues — theological problems, church 
policies and practices,.the application of 
religious values to social issues. 


All of these matters are legitimate 
concerns; ignoring them would constitute 
a distortion.of the Gospel. 


But all of them are secondary to. that 
central commitment which makes the 
Christian a Christian. Without this 
underlying commitmenta person might be 
merely’a scholar, a social activist or an 
organization functionary. 


POPE JOHN PAUL proclaimed this 
commitment not merelyin his words butin 
his whole manner, his whole person. The 
words were familiar; their power came 
from the way they resonated in his person. 
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This man, intelligent and informed, who 
has experienced suffering, oppression and 
the reality of ordinary human life, 
exemplified the joy and vitality of the 
commitment he preached. 


He spoke to. young people of the 
temptations they faced, temptations to 
escape into the accumulation of material 
possessions, into the pleasure of sexual 
experiences, into the emptiness of drugs. 


HE DIDN'T TALK in specific terms about 
these temptations and he didn’t analyze 
the moral issues involved, but it was clear 
that he was speaking from his own 
acquaintance with particular young men 
and women. 


And | suspect that those young people 
who heard him could sense that he was 
speaking from personal knowledge, not 
_from studies and reports. 


He was telling them, from his own 


* experience and faith, asa man anda pope, 


“You will find the joy and meaning you seek 


“inlife by responding to the invitation Christ 


; extends to you.’ 


Pope John Paul's message: Follow Christ — 


MORAL THEOLOGIANS and other 
scholars still have much work to do on 
issues of sexuality. Those who minister to 
young people need to devise ways of 
reaching them, of responding to their 
1eeds. 


But again, all these things are secondary 


~ to John Paul’s basic call: Follow Christ! 


If we make that basic commitment, the 
fundamental direction and decision is 
made. The other questions have to do with 
where and how we follow Him in the 
specific circumstances of our lives. . 


ALLOFOURecclesiastical problemsand 
debates remain after John Paul’s 
departure. 


But his remarkable achievement was an 
exercise of pastoral leadership which 
reduced the frustration and difficulty of a 
whole range of problems. 


He taught us that if we focus on the one 


‘thing that is essential for Christians, all the 


other problems and questions become 
more manageable. 


They are helpless... 
without your help! 
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Though divine worship has been offered 
at the present location for a mere 100 
years, St. Joseph Cathedral legitimately 
claims lineal descent from the proto- 
missionary foundation on nearby presto 
Hill. 


On Sept. 29, 1851, Father John Holbein 
laid the cornerstone foran adobechurchin 
_Qld Town to succeed the disintegrating 
mission and presidio. Several years later, 
that never-completed edifice was 
abandoned in favor of a small chapel inthe 
home of John Brown. 


THOSE FACILITIES, dedicated to Our 
Lady's Immaculate Conceptionon Nov. 21, 
1858, served the spiritual needs of the 
local populace until the era of Father 
Anthony Ubach, the second “founder” of 
Catholicism in San Diego. 


When that renown. cleric came to the 
area in 1866, he had only two parochial 
boundaries: “The Pacific Ocean and the 
Colorado River.” Fromthe very outset of his 
ministry in San Diego, Father Ubach 
determined to build forthe cityacathedral. 


The first of Father Ubach’s long-term 


plans was a celebration in July of 1869 to. 


commemorate the centennial of Mission 
San Diego de Alcala. He invited. Bishop 
Thaddeus Amat of Los Angeles to preach

(In other words, the 
Saturday evening Mass is a concession 
rather than a universal law.) So in this 
diocese you can fulfill the: Sunday 
obligation’ on Saturday evening if the texts 
and prayers of the Mass are the assigned 
ones for that Sunday. 


A side note: attendance at an afternoon 
or evening nuptial Mass on Saturday does

AT THE CONCLUSION of the festivities, 
Bishop Amat set in place the cornerstone 
for the first church of St. Joseph, in Old 
Town. 


Work on the new church had not 
progressed very far, however, when a 
disasterous fire on April 20, 1872 totally 
destroyed the edifice. 


The conflagration was a sign to Father 
Ubach, who decided to relocate the parish 
to a mesa west of town, on a parcel of 
property at Third and Beech. 


A FRAME CHURCH, also dedicated to St. 
Joseph, was erected in late 1874, and 


‘dedicated by Coadjutor Bishop Francis 


Mora on the following Jan. 31. 


The growth and development of the 
parish and the city in the nextdecade anda 
half made possible the fulfill ment of Father 
Ubach’s dream for a “cathedral-like” 
church for San Diego. 


By 1894, the walls of ahandsome Gothic 
church were firmly etched onto the San 
Diego skyline. The brick structure was 
erected adjacent to the older frame 
building. It became a cathedral when the 


San Diego diocese was created in 1936.

- Saturday ‘morning, you can attend the 


Saturday evening vigil Mass, receive 
Communion again, and fulfill the Sunday 
obligation. If you do not choose to goto the 
evening Mass, then you still have the 
obligation on Sunday.’ Such will be the 
possibilities with Dec. 8 this year.

A pilgrim pope became a messenger of peace on his trip 
to Ireland, the United States and the United Nations. The 
basic message of Pope John Paul II was simple: 
governments and individuals have the responsibility and 
obligation to work for peace. 


In Ireland, the pope applied the message to the civil war 
in Northern Ireland, asking for an end to violence and 


terrorism. At the United Nations he pleaded for. 


disarmament and more effective cooperation between 
developed and underdeveloped countries. 


In the United States, he constantly emphasized the 
obligation of affluent people to aid in improving the life of 
the poor and he stressed the role of world. powers in 
securing a stable peace. 


THE 10-DAY TRIP was also a huge personal triumph for 
Pope John Paul. His warm personality, lively smile, 
youthful vigor and shunning of official schedules to spend 
more time talking and touching people impressed the 
millions who personally saw him and the millions more 
who followed his activities on television. 


The trip was also an exhausting one. The pope began his 
journey Sept. 29 when he flew to Dublin, Ireland. By the 
time he returned to Rome Oct. 8, he had visited 12 cities on 
two continents and travelled more than 11,200 air miles. 


His audiences ranged from 300 handicapped persons in 
Washington to the over one million who turned out for 
some of the outdoor papal Masses. 


In the course of all these events, Pope John Paul became 
the first pontiff to be received in the White House. 


OF ALL THE MORE than 70 talks he gave, his speech to 
the United Nations on Oct. 2 drew the most attention. He 
strongly called for peace, justice, human rights and 
religious freedom. 


Pope John Paul gave an especially strong defense of the 
principles laid down in the U.N. Declaration on Human 
‘Rights. 


“Ifthe truths and principles contained in this document 
were to be forgotten or ignored then the noble purpose of 
the United Nations organization could be faced with the 
threat of a new destruction,” he declared. 


The pope drew an intimate link between peace and 
human rights and between the rights of individuals and 
those of nations. 


HE PARTICULARLY defended the spiritual rights of 
man—“in his inner relationship with truth, in his 
conscience, in his most personal belief, in his view of the 
world, in his religious faith, and in the sphere of what are 
known as civil liberties.” 


_ In his pleas for peace, the pontiff specifically offered a 
“fervent hope that a solution also to the Middle East crisis 
may draw near.” Lasting peace -must “be based on 
equitable recognition of the rights of all” including “the 
consideration and just settlement of the Palestinian 
question,” he added. 


The pope also pleaded for peace in Lebanon, where 
there has been much fighting between Israelis and 
~ Palestinians. 


Peace was on the pope’s mind Ron the beginning of his 
trip. In Ireland, he called his third trip outside of Italy a

- WHILE CRISSCROSSING Ireland, he constantly stressed 
the need for ending the civil strife in Northern Ireland. 


The peace message was delivered to Protestants and : 
Catholics, priests and politicians, bishops and laymen. 


For the pope’s major message on the chief political issue 
troubling Ireland and Northern Ireland for over 10 years, 
he chose Drogheda, a hillside field near the border with 
Northern Ireland. Many people from Northern Ireland 
crossed the border to hear the pope. 

Pope John Paul said the “tragic”. decade-long fighting 
and terrorism in Northern Ireland “do not have their 
source in the fact of belonging to different churches and 
different confessions; that this is not—despite what is so 
often repeated before world opinion—a religious war, a 
struggle between Catholics and Protestants.” 


“MAY NO IRISH Protestant think that the pope is an 
enemy, a danger or a threat. My desire is that instead ~ 
Protestants would see in me a friend and a. brother in 


~ Christ,” he-said. 


During his speeches in Ireland, the pope also praised 


the words to “America the Beautiful” expressed his 
feelings for the American people—“America, America, 
God shed his grace on thee.” (NC photo) 


the strong faith of the Irish and had that faith 
demonstrated to him by the millions who thronged to his 
open-air Masses and liturgical services. About 2.5 million 
people of Ireland’s 3.5 million Catholics saw the pore in 
person during his visit.

At Knock the pope dedicated the Irish nation to Mary and 
asked her to “cure and heal” the elit strife in Northern 
Ireland. : 

1 the pilgrim pepe arrived in’ the “land: of 
immigrants” and quoted from the song “America the 
Beautiful” to.express his feelings forthe people. Ashedidin 
Ireland, the pope kissed the ground upon arrival. . 

A light rain fell when the pope landed, but it did not 

diminish his enthusiasm. 


“It is a great joy for me to be in the United States of

this land, and at the same time to greet all the American 
people of every race, color and creed,” he said.

On Oct. 2, the pope also delivered a homily at an evening 
Mass in Yankee Stadium attended by about 80, 000. The 
pope said the poor must be given from American 
abundance, not just from “the crumbs of the feast.” 


“It is not right that the standard of living of the rich 


* countries should seek to maintain itself by draining off a 


great part of the reserves of energy and raw materials 
which are meant to serve the whole of humanity,” he 
declared. - 


“The life style of many of the members of our rich and 


- permissive societies is easy, and so is the lifestyle of 


increasing groups inside the poorer countries,” said the 
pope. 


THE POPE personally showed his concern for the poor 
and unfortunate throughout his U.S. trip by visits.to black - 
and Hispanic areas in several cities. He also made special 
efforts to visit with the handicapped. : 


Another group the pope specifically courted was young 
people, stressing their importance as the future of the 


_church and the world. 3 


At an enounter with youth in New York's Madison Square 
Garden, the pope sang and cheered along with his 
audience. The young people presented the pope with 
diverse gifts including a guitar and T-shirt. 


After leaving Madison Square Garden on Oct. 3, the pope 


| . went to Battery Park. In the shadow of the Statue of Liberty 


and on Ellis Island, the historic entry point for waves of . 
European immigrants, the pope praised freedom and the 
ethnic heritage of the United States. : 


“EVERY NATION has its historical symbols. They may be 
shrines or statues or documents, but their significance lies 
in the truths they represent to the citizens of a nation and 
in the image they convey to other nations,” the pope said at 
Battery Park. “Such a symbol in the United States is the 
Statue of Liberty.”

The statue “is an impressive symbol of what the United 
States has stood for from the very beginning of its history. 
This is a symbol of freedom.” 

Addressing a special word of greeting to New York's 
Jewish community leaders, the pope said world 
Catholicism and world Jewry shared “a common 
determination to reject all forms of anti-Semitism: and 
discrimination.” 


“As one who in my homeland has shared the sufferings 
of your brethren, | greet you with the word taken from the 
Hebrew language: Shalom! Peace be with you.” 


THE LAST MAJOR event of Pope John Paul’s visit to New 
York took place in Shea Stadium, where he urged the 
thousands from the area to let Christian love inspire them 
to build every part of the city into a true community. 


‘After his talk in English, he greeted ethnic ‘groups 


present in Spanish, Polish and Italian. 


ae New York, the pope travelled to Euleseleniee on 
Oct. 3 


The pope chose the birthplace of freedom for the United 
States to caution against the abuses of freedom on topics 
such as. human. sexuality, human. rights, the: Alc 
religious freedom and priestly celibacy. 


AT A MASS in Philadelphia’s Logan Circle the pope 
noted that the human and civil values contained in the 
Declaration of Independence have “strong connections 
with basic religious and, Christian values.” A sense of 
religion itself, “is a part of this heritage,” the pope said. 


“As citizens, you must strive to preserve these human 


values. As Christians, you must strengthen these human - 


values and complement them by confronting them with 
the Gospel message.” 


The following day he reaffirmed the permanency of the 


priesthood, priestly celibacy and the Catholic tradition of . 
-an all-male priesthood. The speech was given before an 
. audience which included priests representing each of the 
172 dioceses in the United States. 


The pope.-asked the priests to remain faithful to their 


i : vocation and to the teaching authority of the church. : 


‘ “THE PRIESTHOOD is forever,” Said the pope. It should 
not be surprising that the Roman Church continues to 


‘ ‘maintain a_ celibate priesthood - “after centuries of 


experience,” he added. 


The church has only a male wiauthood “in accord with 
the prophetic tradition,” he said, because Christ called 


~ men to his apostolate.

“The church's traditional decision to call men to the 


- priésthood, and notto call women, is not a statement about 


human rights, nor an exclusion of women from holiness 
and mission in the church,” said the pope. 

The rest of the day was a busy race to and from events as 
the pope went from Philadelphia to Des Moines, lowa, to 
Chicago. 


“FROM PHILADELPHIA to Des Moines, from Des Moines _ 
to Chicago!” exclaimed Pope John Paul to a crowd in- 


Chicago’s Holy Name Cathedral Oct. 4 as he summed up 
the fourth day of his trip to the Unites States. 

Previously, cheering lowans welcomed the pope at the 
Des Moines Airport, where the sun was shining on a windy 


fall day. 


The pope boarded a i hrconter for the short trip to St. 
Patrick Church in the rural community of Irish Settlement. 
The pope walked slowly up the aisle of the church, which 


has only 14 rows of pews, greeting parishioners - 


individually. 
In his brief talk, he told them that small aS 


_ like theirs are able to achieve a “more human dimension” 


of fellowship than is possible in big cities. 


“LET YOUR SMALL community be a true place of 
Christian living and of evangelization, not isolating 
yourselves from the diocese or from the universal church,” 
the pope said." 

Then, slowing leaving the church, the pope stopped 
occasionally to hug a child and walked with parishioners to 
the helicopter that took him to Living History Farm near 
Des Moines, where he celebrated Mass atop a knoll before 
a crowd of about 350,000. 


“The land is God’s gift entrusted to people from the very 
beginning,” the pope said in his sermon. “It is God's gift, 
given by a loving Creator as a means of sustaining the life 
which he created. 


“But the land. is not only. God’s gift. It is also man’s 
responsibility,” he added. From the Christian viewpoint, he 
said, three attitudes are particularly appropriate for rural 
life: gratitude; conservation and generosity. 


AFTER THE MASS the pope flew from Des Moines to 
Chicago, where a million Chicagoans cheered him as he 
rode from O'Hare Airport to Holy Name Cathedral. 


From the cathedral he went to St. Peter Church a few 
blocks away to meet with religious brothers. He told them 
their vows of poverty, chastity and ggaalghna) made them 
more, not less, free. 


-After the meeting with the prothee the pope went tothe 
residence of Cardinal John Cody of Chicago for the night. 
When a cheering crowd would not let him alone, he came 
out on a balcony and told them “Go sleep.” 


Oct. 5 was another busy day. In Chicago, Pope John Paul 
evoked the immigrant heritage of the United States before 
a huge throng in Grant Park, reaffirmed before the U.S. 
bishops traditional positions on sexual morality, visited a 
Polish neighborhood and went to a concert. 


FROM A DOCTRINAL standpoint, the address to the 
bishops was the highlight of the day. 


The pope rejected “the ideology of contraception and - 


contraceptive acts” in the clearest, bluntest statement on 
contraception that he had made since beginning his 
pontificate. 

Pope John Paul also proclaimed that marriage is 
indissoluble and condemned sexual intercourse outside 
marriage and homosexual activity. : 

He called abortion “an unspeakable crime” and rejected 
euthanasia, mercy killing, as “a grave moral evil 


incompatible with respect for human dignity «and 


reverence for life.” 

HE WARNED against. wirchariatic sharing between 
Christians and called for a revival in U.S. Catholicism of the 
sense of penance and conversion. 

He reaffirmed the need for personal confession and 
warned bishops against any misuse of general absolution 


- -without individual confession. 


Earlier in the day, it was a different kind of Pope John 
Paul who appeared amid the bungalows and two flats of 
Chicago's predominantly Polish-American Brighton Park 
neighborhood. The Polish pope, speaking in his native 
language, more easily departed from his prepared text to 
joke with the ecstatic crowd. 


To the thousands at his Mass in front of Five Holy 
Martyrs Church, the pope recalled the “toil, efforts, 
struggles and sufferings” of Polish immigrants. 


“IN THE AFTERNOON, the pope again evoked the 
immigrant heritage of the United States at a Mass in Grant 
Park before a crowd of more than a million people 
stretching from the lip of Lake Michigan to the shadows of 
Chicago’s Loop. 

“In the first two centuries of your history as a nation you 
have travelled a long road, always in search of a better 
future, in search of a homestead. You have travelled ‘from 
sea to shining sea’ to find your identity, to discover each 
other along the way,” the pope said. 


Each wave of immigrants brought a different culture and 


’ contributed to the distinctive richness of the United 


States, he noted. 
“The church too is composed of many members and 


; enriched by the diversity,” he said, but “our unity in faith 


must be complete, lest we fail to give witness to the Gospel, 


lest we cease to be evangelizing.” 


THE POPE BEGAN his long day with a quick visit. to a 
Hispanic neighborhood on Chicago’s near west side. For 
the crowd of 75,000, many of whom had waited all night in 
30-degree temperatures, the meeting with a pope who 
spoke fluent Spanish was something. 


The pope used the occasion to praise the Campaign for 


-Human Development, the U.S. pisiees anti-poverty 


campaign. 


Pope John Paul topped off his full day of activities inthe -

The following morning the pope left for Washington, the 
final stop of his visit, where the highlight was his meeting 
with President Carter. 


' RELIGION AND politics mixed well on Oct. 6 when Pope 
John Paul became the fst pontiff to be received at the 
White House. 


A crowd of about 1,400 invited dignitaries including 
members of Congress, Supreme Court justices and 
Cabinet members, cheered as both men greeted each 
other on the White House north lawn in the early afternoon. 


Pope John Paul in his greeting called for an end to the 
nuclear arms race and said the United States “plays a — 
particularly important part” in the ee to make the 
world safe from war. 


The pope and President Carter met privately in the White 
House for more than an hour after the brief welcoming 
ceremony. 


AFTER MEETING privately in the president's Oval Office, 
they emerged on the south lawn, where the two addressed 
a crowd of about 6,000 dignitaries. 


“The pope will bless you, with the permission of the 
president of the United States,” said the pope to the 
invited guests. i 


The two public appearances of the pope and president 
were warm. and friendly. Carter, a Baptist, referred to the 
pope as “our new friend.” 


Carter called the papal visit a “milestone in the long 
intertwined history of our country and its faith in God” and 
called the visit an opportunity “to renew our eta! 
strength.” 


CARTER ALSO praised the pope's dedication to peace 
and human rights. 


The pope said he hoped “our meeting today would serve 
the cause of world peace, international understanding and 
the promotion of full respect for nue rights 
everywhere.” 


The pope praised the United States for its “efforts for 
arms limitation, especially of nuclear weapons.” He‘also 
stressed the importance of the naked States in world 
affairs. 


Prior to visiting the White Heike. the pope went to St. 
Matthew Cathedral where he received a joyous welcome 
by over 1,400 priests from the Washington area, deacons 
and lay. members of the Archdiocesan Pastoral Council.

OUTSIDE THE cathedra!, there were minor signs of 
disagreement with the pope. Several banners made by 
advocates of a female priesthood said: “Discrimination 
based on sex is contrary to God's intent — Vatican II.” 

After the meeting with Carter, the pope addressed the 
General Assembly of the Organization of American States 
(OAS). 

“solemnly call on you to do everything in your power to 
restrain the arms race on this continent. Whatareliefwould 
disarmament be to your peoples, what new opportunities it 
would provide for their economic, social and cultural 
progress. What a contagious example it would give the 
world,” he said. 


“The legitimate demand by the member states to 
participate on a basis of equality in the organization's 
common decisions must be matched by the will to 
promote within each country an ever more effective 
participation by the citizens in the responsibility and 
decisions of the nation,” he added. 

THE POPE ALSO criticized governments who in the 
name of national security, violate human rights and 
engage in political repression. 

In the evening, the entire diplomatic community in 
Washington gave the pope a polite, dignified reception at 
the Apostolic Delegation. 

Oct. 7, the pope’slast day in the United States, was filled 
with meetings, sprinkled with a little controversy and 
ended with an outdoor Mass. 

In a homily before 175,000 people, Pope John Paul 
concluded his trip by asking governments and individuals 
to safeguard the sacredness of human life. 

THE FINAL PAPAL Mass was held at the Mall between the 
Capitol and the Washington Monument. 

The homily summarized many of the key issues he 
discussed during his trip. 

Pope John Paul vigorously reaffirmed the sacredness of 
human life from conception onward, the indissolubility of 
marriage,, the need to defend human rights and the 
obligation of affluent people to put their .Christian 
responsibilities ahead of the search for comfort and 
pleasure. 

The pope also advised against limiting family size to 
provide greater material advantages and comfort to 
children they already have. :

Speaking just before the pope delivered his message 
from the same podium, Mercy Sister Theresa Kane, 
president of the Leadership Conference of Women 
Religious (LCWR), said: 


“OUR CONTEMPLATION leads us to state that the 
church in its struggle to be faithful to its call for reverence 
and dignity for all persoris must respond by providing the 
possibility of women as persons being included in all 
ministries of our church.

The pope then went to the Catholic University Field 
House where he addressed theologians, scholars, 
educators and presidents of Catholic colleges and 
universities. 


He defended academic freedom for theologians, but 
warned against spreading theories that could trouble 
many Catholics unable to cope with them. 


“It is the right of the faithful not to be troubled by theories 
and hypotheses that they are not expert in judging or that 
are easily simplified or manipulated by public opinion for 
ends that are alien to the truth,” he said. 


THE POPE HAD’warm words of praise for the work of 
Catholic universities. 


“The church has always tried to stand by institutions that 
serve, and cannot but serve the knowledge of truth,” said 
oe pope, a former university professor in his native 

oland. 


Afterward the pope travelled to nearby Trinity College for 
an ecumenical prayer service with about 200 Christian 
clergymen and clergywomen. ; 


The pope urged prayer for Christian unity, but said it 
does not.yet exist in faith or in views on moral issues. 
Because of that lack of unity, he said, there could be no 
common celebration of the Eucharist at present. 


BUT THE POPE strongly endorsed theological dialogue 
between Catholics and other Christians and discouraged- 
“complacency in the status quo of division in faith.” 


He praised the ecumenical dialogues between the 
Catholic Church and other Christian churches in the 
United States over the past 15 years and urged its 
continuation. 


“The particular climate and traditions of the United 
States,” the pope said, “have been conducive to joint 
witness in défense of the rights of the human person, in the 
pursuit of goals of social justice and peace, and in 
questions of public. morality.” 


Pope John Paul then fell further behind his schedule 
when he took time to give personal greetings to a group of 
handicapped persons who had gathered at Trinity College 
to seek ‘his blessing. 

THE PONTIFF appeared to be moved by the condition of 
the handicapped persons, all of whom were either in 
wheelchairs or on stretchers. 


_. The pope then went to the Apostolic Delegation for lunch 
and to prepare for the motorcade to the mall. 


The pope left the United States at about 8:45 p.m. 


Before returning to Rome, the pope offered a final prayer 
“that God will bless America, so that she may increasingly 
become—and truly be—and long remain—‘one nation 
under God, indivisible, with liberty and justice for all.”

$900 for hospital charges; 
$550 for physicians’ charges; 
$750 for wardrobe, nursery, bath items. 


Any complications that add to the 
average hospital stay of 3.3 days will push 
the cost toward $3,000. 


OBVIOUSLY, many couples are scared 
off starting a family by this arithmetic. 


One answer is to start saving as soon as 
the honeymoon trip ends. But many 
couples go into debt to finance the trip and 
furniture for their first home. 


- Another answer, perhaps, is to start the 
habit of saving before marriage, 
recognizing that this period may be the 
best in years to put away something for the 
early-years of married life.

“Few men have ever 
touched the hearts of 
humanity or have made as 
great animpacton mankind 


in sucha brief period ashe,” 
Guarini said in announcing 
the nomination. 


In his letter of nomination 


to A. Sverdrup, secretary of 
the Nobel Peace Prize 
Committee in Oslo, Norway, 
Guarini observed that, 
“John Paul Il’s commitment 
to peace for each man and 
woman is well documented 
by his remarkable and 
invigorating Papacy, as well 
by his efforts and interest in 
resolving conflicts ewerd 
over.’ 


The prize for which the 
pope is nominated will be 
awarded in October 1980. 


The Nobel Peace Prize | 
was first established in 
1901 on the instructions of 
scientist Alfred Noble.
